Cnptaln Mix was ono of the earliest 


I commnnderu nt the old frontier rnlll- 


j tary post of Fort Gibson, I. T., when 


j .ills whole vnst region, now under tlm 
| lulluonce of olvllizatlo.n, was a wilder- 
ness, occupied only by wild Imasls and 
roving bands of wild Indians. 


Captain Mix hnd plenty of work to 


do In affording protection to the scat- 
tered whites and In resisting the wild 
tribes of the plains, v/lth wl.o:n ho wa-t 
In almost constant turmoil. 
The cap- 


tain had come from tho Kust, and was 
aeompanled by his wife. 
.She was a 


line horseback rider and enjoyed out- 
door life, often riding out wlih her 
husband on the prairies around Fort 
Gibson, engaging 
In tho hunt, and 


sometimes on expeditions against tin- 
Indians, thus making life to her nn 
almost continual round of rouiam-o 
and adventure. 


In one of tho military expeditions 


against I he fierce .Sioux, in which sev- 
eral companies of United Slates troops 
were engaged, Captain Mix was am- 
biiKhed and killed with a n u m b r r of 
his comma ml. The sad news seemed 
to have changed the whole tenor of th 
>. 


life, of Mrs. Mix, who was Inconso.'a...'! 
for the loss of her husband and com- 
panion. She brooded over the mutter, 
and came to the conclusion to avenge 
Hie tragic death of her husband. 
.She 


assumed male garb and never missed 
an opportunity to Join an expedition 
against the Sioux to fight them, being 
daring and reckless almost to mnd- 
nes.H, distinguishing herself In many a 
hard and bloody Dght. 


Mrs. Mix, In her male disguise a* n 


scout, continued her warfare of rn- 
vengo for about eight years, under- 
going many hardships 
and 
dangers 


and becoming noted for reckless hrav- 
nry and good fortune, so that she at- 
tracted attention of head officers of 
the arrny and others, and thereby be- 
came noted.

Home 
killed 
arid 
others 
captured, 


among the latter being Mrs. Mix. She 
managed to escape from her captors, 
and after a long Journey through thn 
wilderness In winter weather reached 
the fort In a famished and almost dy- 
ing condition, when her sex became 
known.

It is unlawful 
for any person, at 


any time, to shoot, wound, trap or 
snare, or in any manner catch or 
capture, injure or destroy, any of the

injure or destroy any of the eggs of 
eaid birds:

ordinances a fine not to exceed 9300 
may be imposed, or imprisonment in 
the county jajl not to exceed one 
hundred d»y».

Then, If the bonr?. nre soft as a conse- 
quence of rickets, the weight of the 
body causes the legs to bond, and nt 
the same time the ligaments on tha 
outer side of the knees usually yield, 
Increasing the outward bow. 


Thorels ordinarily no pain connect- 


ed with bow-legs, although sometimes, 
when the knee-ligaments are very lax, 
there may be a little soreness or ache 
in these joints, 
It Is a pity perhaps 


that there Is no pain, for If there were 
greater attention would be paid to 
Ihe treatment, and there would 
bo 


fewer 
bow-legged 
persons 
In 
the 


world. 


There Is a current popular belief 


that a child will grow out of his bow- 
legs, and for that reason treatment is 
often neglected, to the little patient's 
detriment. 
It is true that there Is a 


natural 
tendency 
to 
spontaneous 


straightening of bowed legs, but the 
tendency Is frequently thwarted by 
the weight of the child. 
It Is better, 


therefore, never to depend upon na- 
ture's healing efforts, but to assist 
these and accelerate them by properly 
conducted manipulations, which ara 
made Just as one would straighten a 
bent stick. The mother should carry 
them out under the doctor's Instruc- 
tions at regular hours three or four 
times a day. The child ought also to 
•wear properly fitted braces to support 
the legs,and especially the knees, whllo 
It stands and runs about. 


In neglected cases In adults, when 


the bones are set. an operation Is the 
only remedy. The operation consists 
In forcibly breaking the bones, or in 
dividing them with a chisel, and then 
keeping them In splints until thpy have 
set In a straight position. 
But thij 


operation is an avoidable misfortune, 
happily, If the case la conscientious- 
ly taken In hand early In life and uu- 
der the supervision of the physician.— 
Youth's Companion.
